The Russian fire for some 
time, however, prevented the Japau- 
ese from getting in. It was only at 
7.50 In the evening that the 'Twen¬ 
tieth Infantry succeeded in breaking 
through. Other charges followed 
Positievn after position was rushwl, 
but after the entrenchments were oc¬ 
cupied the Russians fired fiercely 
from the walls of Liao-Yang. It was 
not until 10.20 that Gen. Nodzu's 
troops occupied the south gate 'I 
tho city and bivouacked. The 
whole line of entrenchments and the 
northern city were not secured until 
after midnight. Gen. Noduz sent a 
force east of the city at dawn on 
Sept. 4 to pursue the Russians, but 
the destruction of the bridges pre¬ 
vented them from crossing the Taitse 
River. 

SKILFUL RETREAT. 

A despatch from London says 
Gen. Kouropatkln's latest report is 
regarded here as candid, soldierly and 
lucid, giving a clearer appreciation 
of the happening than th> more grao- 
hic accounts of the correspondents.- 
Nevertheless it does not affect tho 
judgoment of the critics. The result 
confirms in the holders of rival views 
hero their respective opdnions that 
the honors rest with Gen. Kouropat¬ 
kin, whose retreat was one of the 
most skilful in history, and contrar- 
lly, that the Russians suffered a 
severe defeat, whlcli was prevented 
from being overwhaiming by Go*.:. 
Kouropatkln's prompt order to re¬ 
treat and bis skill In conducting tlic 
withdrawal. It is held that G-»r;. 
Orloff's failure at Sykwantun, or as 
the Japanese call it, Hei 3 '>ngtai, de¬ 
cided the result. It is remarked us 
strange that Gen. Kouropatkin dvies 
not refer to the dangerous posi.i.iu 
in which for a time hds movement.^ 
wore placeo by Gen. Kuroki.

the lad's mental attitude. The mo¬ 
ther and sister . then remembered a 
^all received by the boy when three 
years old. He had struck his head 
on a rock In n stream where he was 
wading. Rr. Kohliner’s examination 
showed a concave formation of the 
skull where it should have been con¬ 
vex. lArrangements for an operation 
wore made, iiut they were not car¬ 
ried out until July Sth, ns the boy 
had run aWay In the meantime. 

The operation by Dr. Kohlm^r In¬ 
volved the rensoval of three pieces of 
the skull, on the under side of which 
he found thick growths pressing 
against the Head. The boy was al¬ 
lowed to leave the hospital fourteen 
days later, well and strong as ever, 
but showing a I'emarkuble difference 
in his manner. The old surliness and 
ungovernable tem^r were gone, and 
he was perfectly amenable to the 
wishes of (his mother. The mind of 
the boy has cleared, a- njd he seems ex¬ 
tremely bright. It is belierred that 
ho will l^arn rapidly in school and 
make up for the worthless years. He 
understands what Has happened to 
him, and soys he is very thankful to 
the court and to the doctor. 

Ho will enter a special school in 
connection with Shortridge High 
School, maintained for truants and 
backward students, this week. The 
boy has not been in school for three 
years because of his incorrigibility, 
and at the time he was taken ou.t of 
school he had reached only the sec¬ 
ond grades—the class of boys eight 
years old.

SIX MEN BADLY INJURED. 

Boiler at the Toronto Bolt Works

It U a self-evideat proposition that 
agrieulttval fairs which reoeive 
grants of public money should give 
the public something of value there¬ 
for. It is not tho province of gov¬ 
ernments in these days to assist in 
providing .amusement for the people. 
A good many agricultural societies 
are now making an earnest effort to 
improve their fairs by the introduc¬ 
tion of educational features, and 
and their example is being followed 
by the large exhibitions whicji do 
not ordinarily receive legislative 
grants. There are still some fairs, 
controlled largely by the business 
men of the towns, which seem to be 
held for the purpose of attracting 
visitors who will prove good custom¬ 
ers, but the number is fortunately be¬ 
coming few. It is now generally re¬ 
cognised that shows ^xist primarily 
for the purpose of improving agricul¬ 
tural conditions. 

The up-to-date fair secures tho ser¬ 
vices of expert judges, who explain 
the reasons for their decisions in the 
ring and give addresses on the best 
types of horses, cattle, sheep nnd 
swine. In this way the ' judg:ing 
may be made an educational feature 
instead of merely an allotment of 
premiums by men who are often in¬ 
competent or 

BIASED IN THEIR JUDGitENT. 
The awarding of prizes at a fair is u 
comparatively unimportant matter as 
compared with other considerations. 
What is really desirable is that faii*s 
shouA be the means of di.sscminating 
infoiiation and of fixing correct 
ideal! in the * minds of those 
who ore producing food-stufls and on 
whom the prosperity of Canada de¬ 
pends. Desirable and undesirable 
t,^’pes of fowls may he shown, with 
lectures on the fattening of c-Hicken.s 
for the British and domestic markets 
and exhibitions of killing, plucking 
and packing for export, A model 
poultry house, with incubators, 
brooders, fattenli:g crates and othe»- 
appliances, interested thousands of 
visitors at the Toronto fair this 
year. Practical demonstrations of 
the proper packing of fruit for ex¬ 
port should be given in fruit dis¬ 
tricts by expert packers, and the 
most npl>roved styles of fruit pack- 
afgos exliibited. 

Another feature worthy of adoption 
by all agricultural societies, but 
which only a few have yet taken up, 
is tlie growing of illustration plots 
on tho fair grounds. At a small 
expense a very intwestir.g and in¬ 
structive exhibit of the best varie¬ 
ties of grasses, clovers, millets;, .sor¬ 
ghums, corn, fodder anh pn.sture 
plants, tufnip.s, inar^^els and sugar 
beets can be provided. By studying 
these plots farmcr.s may learn ju.st 
what crops and what varhitie.s are 
be.st adapted to their farms, thu.s 
bringing home to particular condi¬ 
tions of soil and climate the general 
conclusions arrived at b}' tho e-xperi- 
mental farms. In all kinds of farm 
crops the yield per acre may be ma¬ 
terially increased nnd tho quality 
.substantially improved by the u.s« of 
seed which has been graderl up by 
careful growing and systematic, in¬ 
telligent soJectloQ, continued without 
interruption from year to year. Thi.s 
fact cannot be too soon brought home 
to the farmers of Canada, nnd ors* 
of the best ways of doling .so woulfl 
be to have on rtew at tho fairs rr- 
presentntive exhibits of the great 
work being done by member.s of tho 
Canadian Seed Growers’ .Association. 

Demonstrations of agricultural pro¬ 
cesses are interesting to everyone, 
one, but the operation of a model 
kitchen aad dining-room, with exhi¬ 
bitions of cooking simple di.shes ai>l 
addresses on domestic science, will

WKBAT AFTER CORN. 

I practice a four years' rotation, 
bAVing my lAod one year in coim. 
two in wheat, and tiMn again in 
grass,, writes My. C. B.^Hege. My 
farm of 104 acres is divided into 
four fields, so that one field is in 
grass, one in com and two in wheat. 
After taking off a crop of Hay and 
perhaps clover need, if tbe season 
is adapted to it, the land is again 
pimparod for com. 'rhds yeear l« 
favorable for clover seed, and, at 
this writing, August 4, my field of 
23 acres is a picture of blossxmae, 
with an outlook for from two to 
two and a half bushels of seod per 
aero. No stock is allowed to pas¬ 
ture on this field. I took 40 four- 
horse loads of hay off it. I have 
two small permanent pauituiies for 
my stock, changing from one to the 
j other, and always have a good sup¬ 
ply of hay in case the pastures are 
short. Tho cattle are fed with com 
if it is a good crop. 

In this waj', a good supply of ma¬ 
nure is secured for tho field to be 
put into com. I haul all the ma¬ 
nure I have late in the fall, ETxread- 
ing it as hauled. In March or April 
tho balance of the field is manured. 
Com ground is plowed in the spring 
and each day's plowing is rolled on 
the evening of tVio same day. Rolling 
helps to retain the moisture and 
i packs the soil eo that the harrow 
does not leave sods over the field, 

I ready to give trouble when cultiva¬ 
tion begins. 'The corn ground is 
j checked, and as soon as it is up I 
j use tho ^vecck•r. This is of great ad¬ 
vantage to the little com plants, as 
j it gives them a vigoroiw start and 
ithe field can easily bo kept free from 
j wt»<*ds. In (xitting com, 124 rows are 
'allowed to a shock row. 12 rows 
each side, with 72 hills to one shock. 
Piffling is done the lirst week in 
May, and by the first or second 
week in September the corn is ready 
to cu.t, I cut ns 5*t:>on as the husks 
aro partly djty, not waiting until 
tho fodder is dead. During niy 63 
years’ experience, I ha.vc found that 
com cut wlien the blades are still 
green prcxfuce.H fodder or stover in 
rntrrh better condition for stock than 
when overripe. 

After foe corn is cut. the stalks arc 
rolled down, following, the samo 
way, with’ a spring hanow, 'Pho 
roller mashes down the atnibs of the 
Htalks, but ck)es not tear them u.p. 
TJ.sually, after one or two harrow- 
ings, the ground is in condition to 
.seed. Should heavy reins make tho 
grouml so compact that spring har¬ 
rowing does not give a derirablo 
seed-bed. I go over it with the disk, 
following with the roller, always 
I going tho .same way wiith harrow, 

I disk and drill. In favorable sca- 
som’. J luvvo grown 36 bushels of 
wheat per acre on com ground. 
Stociv fields aj-e always Hoo<l<d tha 
second year, plowing the field just n*» 
soon a.s the wheat, is taken off. Aa 
soon as the field is plowed, i he rollo'* 
is put. on, caro being token to roll 
when the gTou,nd is dry. After the 
• field i.s rolled it is top-dpessed with 
I manure and Imrrowod eaoh tinw* af¬ 
ter a heavy rain. I have baivowed 
as often ns seven times. 'ITiis, of 
course, depf-nd.s on tho weather. 

Hy no jneans would I think of 
leaving a field after a heavy rain 
withotit a nice mu,lch to ret.ain thw 
moisttire. By lop-dro.s#ring with nm- 
nure and harrowing often, tha 
ground is in fine conrtttlon for a

COST OF THB G. T. P. 

The Tories assCirt in one of their 
I campaign sheets that tbe Grand Trunk 
, Pacific will cost the country $170,000,- 
000 or $31.60 per head, and on this 
‘ basis proceed to fixture out tbe debt or 
mortgage it will impose on each con* 
Rtituency in the Dominion. It is 
I tolerably safe to say that no one but 
; Mr. Geo Taylor, M.P.. would have 
■ thought of putting forth such a pala- 

I table exaggeration. 

Turning to Hansard, May 26, 1904, 
the reader will find a letter from Mr. 
Schreiber, Deputy Minister of Railways 
an official appointed by a Tory Ad- 
m nlstration, in which it is estimated 
though tbe cost per mile from Moncton 
to Quebec, 400 miles, will be $25,000 
and from Quebec to Winnipeg, 1475 
1 miles, $28,000. This covers the en¬ 
tire Eastern section, 1875 miles long, 
which is to he built by the Govern- 
im-nt and leaBed to the Grand Trunk 
Pacific Company, and makes the cost 
of it $51,000,000. To be on the safe 
side Mr. Fielding estimates the cost at 
.$64,000,000, on which the Company, 
after a period of seven years, will pay 
3 per cent per annum, the rate at which 
the Government expects to be able to 
borrow the money. 

Oa the Prairie section from Win¬ 
nipeg to the Reeky Mountains, the 
Government does no constructing but 
merely guarantees'three-fourths of the 
cost, the amount so guaranteed not in 
any case to exceed $13,000 per mile. 
The length of this section is 1000 
miles. No farther liability here. 

On the Mountain section, 480 miles 
long, the Government guarantees three- 
fourths of the cost, no limit being stat¬ 
ed. But, taking the Opposition estim¬ 
ate of tbe cost, namely, $60,000 a mile, 
the sum to be guarantted till the 
expiration of seven years from the 
close of construction. lu other 
words, the Government will pay the 
interest for that period. 

If it bo true, as the the Opposition 
say, that the bargain is a favorable 
one for the Grand Trunk Pacific, then 
the government is not going to lose a 
dollar by that company as its tenant 
on the Eastern section or as the bene¬ 
ficiary of its guarantees on the sections 
west of Winnipeg. But to frighten 
the people, whom he evidently regards 
as inferior to himself in point of in¬ 
telligence, Mr. Taylor calculates tbe 
cost frem Moncton to the Pacific on a 
grossly exaggerated estimate per mile 
and then cooly assumes that thejcom- 
pany will default through poverty 
owing to the arrangement not being a 
good one, end that as a consequence 
the outlay will become a hugh nation¬ 
al loss, the road itself being of 
no direct or indirect value! By this 
mode of reckoning one conld prove 
anything.

HELPING AGRICULTURE. 

One of the fly-sheets recently issued 
by the Tory leaders which would 
appear to have been written by Mr. 
Gt’or'ge Taylor or one of his intel¬ 
lectual calibre, states that ‘-Hon. 
Sydney Fisher went off on a pleasure 
jaunt at the pnblic expense to see the 
Geisha girls of Japan.” As a matter 
of fact Mr. Fisher v/as attending the 
exhibition in Japan. It is important 
that Canada should obtain a share of 
the Oriental commerce of today and 
of the vast Oriental commerce that is 
to be. The United States is making 
a powerful bid for those markets. 
The main object of constructing the 
Panama Canal, a work on which the 
Americ.'ins have just embarked, is to 
supply them with a shorter water 
route to Japan and China. Their 
Transcontinental railways are estab¬ 
lishing steamship lines for the trade 
and American capital is being invest¬ 
ed in railways, electric lines, and other 
public works in those countries 

Canada cannot afford to remain 
idle. Our people in British Columbia 
have lost a market in Hawaii osving 
to the annexation of those islands by 
the United States. Nova Scotia has 
lost one in Porto Rico, which has also 
been annexed, and us good as lost an¬ 
other in Cuba, where a tariff specially 
favorable to the United States has 
just been established. The Canadian 
exhibit in Japan consisted mainiy of 
dour and grain, articles in whicli the 
farmer is a good deal interested. On 
the completion of the Grand Trunk 
Pacilic those commodities can be 
carried from the Peace River country 
and elsewhere in the North-West to 
the Pacific coast at rates which will 
permit of their profitable shipment to 
China and Japan in competition with 
life products from the Pacilic States. 
Without doubt the Government would 
have been charged with culpable ne¬ 
glect of our agricultural interests if 
it had not taken a band in the great 
Japanese fair.

on the amount guaranteed on the 
Mountain section for a period of seven 
years in each instance.

There are no land grants or traflSic 
monopolies in connection with the 
scheme, while rates will be controlled 
by the Railway Board.

But 
let us meet the carapuigner on bis own 
Iprouud by reversing the process the 
process and dealing not with purchsaes 
but with sales. 

Our exports (sales) of all kinds of 
goods to the United States in 1903 
came to $72,000,000. That is to say, 
if there are six million CanadiuiiH. 
each Canadian sold $12 w'crth of stuff 
to our neighbors. 

Tbeir exports(oalos) of all kinds of 
goods to Canada in 1003, ammounted 
to $138,000,000. In other woi'ds, if 
ihero arc 80,000,000 Americans each 
American sold to Canada $1.70 worth 
of merchandise. 

Coming to agricultural products 
alone, including animals and their 
produce, our exports (sale.*-) of those 
comnlpdities to the United States last 
year Were $9,000,000 or $1 50 per capita.

Simon Finaer'n Mctliodii With the I7n» 
tntored Redaklne. 

Even as late as the year 1805 there 
were Indians on the North American 
continent who Inid never seen or heard 
A gun, had never seen tobacco smoke

Then, to show its use, 
the crew llglited tluMr plpe.s, and at 
the si.ijlit of smoko issuing from their 
mouth.s tlio people began to whisper 
tli.Mt they must come from tlic land of 
ghosts, .since they were .still full of 
the lire wherewith they had been cre¬ 
mated. I’icces of Koaj) were given to 
the women, who, taking lliom to be 
cakes of fat, set upon crniwhlng them, 
causing fo.nm and bubbles in the 
month, which puz/Icd both actors and 
bystanders. All tlicso phenomena, 
however, wei-e soon expl.-nned away, 
leaving profound admiration for the 
foreigners and their wares.”

Ident of file Doera. 

PouHney Bigelow, writing before the 
Boer war, gave n very Interesting Im¬ 
pression of ex-l’resldent Kruger. “The 
Iiresldent of the South African Repub¬ 
lic,’’ ho wrote, “is indeed a grand old 
sav.nge from one point of view and a 
noblo statesman from another.

St. Bartholomvw Has Had Exiit^ 
*tnev From Time of 
■ Honke. 

St. Bartholomew’s BLoapital, which 
has entered on a new era in its long 
life since the King laid the founda¬ 
tion stone of the new wing, is the 
oldest of London hospitals, and has 
had quite a romantic origin, eays 
the London Globe. At the’ beginning 
of the twelfth century, w’hen Henry 
I. was bn the throne, there wm at 
court a famous Jester, Rahore by 
name, who had been a companion of 
Heroward t»ho Woke, last of the Sax¬ 
ons; a shrewd fellow, a keen wit and 
a bon vivant, who took no thought 
of the morrow. But us ho grew old¬ 
er his conHclenlco began to trouble 
him, and nothing coidd appease its 
qualms but a pilgrimage to Home. 

We do not know mivch about his 
journey, but at Homo he foil ill, and 
being in .dread of death, he made a 
vow that if ho recovered and was 
enabled# to retuim homo ho would 
build a hospital. The r^ult of that 
vow is St. Bartholomcy^s Hospital, 
the oldest of these iniiftitutions in 
London. When ho registered his vow 
he took no heed as to how he could 
build a liospitol. As a matter of 
fact, he had not wealth enough to 
build a pig sty. It did not trouble 
him in the least. He got well, and, 
being well, travelled back home, and 
wont about hi.s daily affairs, untrou¬ 
bled by any thought of his vow. 

But one night ho realized what 
he had undertaken to do. .As he 
himself afterward put it, St. Bar¬ 
tholomew appeared to him in a vis¬ 
ion, reminded him of his vow and 
pointed out Smithfield as a desir¬ 
able site.

But the sick and 
maimed were carried for treatanent 
to the inona.'^fir establi.shments. thn 
monks being the only peojile versc*d 
In nred'idne, simples and the barbar¬ 
ous surgery of the Middle Ages, and 
it is from the‘e s-tnall beginning.s that 
our hospitals have grown. St. Bar¬ 
tholomew’s is one of the few that 
have had a coji'Wnuous existence from 
the time of the monks.

VELOP m POWEH. 

Turks the First'll Employ Enor- 
moils Ordinance in 
Warfare. 

A striking feature of the present 
v>f\r jn the far east is the predomin- 
nneo already uttained by artillery in 
the hands oi the Japanese. I'his 
j»romises to become oven more 
noticeable a.s the campaign dorv'ciops, 
and we are probab'y about to wit- 
ne.v^ at tlie hands of these able ex- 
j.onents the highe.st pitch of omciency 
to which the use of tho artillery 
weapon has yet arrived. 

Nr)thing in the history of war is 
frniight with quite the sumo amount 
of intere.vi as the evolution of the 
fif ience of lialli.stics.. 1 ’ho lirst pirim- 
eyal Weight who di55Covercxi the pos- 
pihility of communicating a mobility 
to the flints at. hi.s feet, and perhups 
jdayfuliy hurled one at his wife's 
mninrnal relative, little reckoned 
that his aotion was tho prototype or 
jirotoplasin of the magazine rifle and 
tho (Mnch wire gun. One singular 
thing in relation to artillery is the 
extraordinary time it has taken to 
develop in power, us it is only ' in 
nn,ite recent times that any notice¬ 
able advance has been made. 

Oi late years, however, its pro¬ 
gress has been remarkable, and has 
br-en accompanied by an equal im- 
r*rf)vemenf in the power of propul- 
for the old recipes for powder- 
making, in which an equality of In- 
gi'iKlicnts w’as enjoined, were, fortu¬ 
nately, as weak as the early artil¬ 
lery. It is <juit.e probable that the 
inferior jiowfl(»r whicli is manufactur¬ 
ed in Lh.is.sa at the present time, 
and was used against the Uritish ad¬ 
vance from (iyanl.so, is a prepara¬ 
tion from one of the old lecip&s of 
the east, where its discovery and ap- 
J>lication to balli.stics goes back to 
«T0Mf)Ti:.s'r \ X'rrQuiTY. 

In fact, it is stated by some old 
writers that evidence exists to show 
that AlexarKier the fireat was op¬ 
posed by certain woupons of thi.s 
kind in India. Pliilostralu^, in a 
Work written 1070 year.c ago speaks 
of a people of India called jO xydra- 
coe who.‘'e cities Alexande^ could 
ricvcr take.

To keep private letters is to act 
in a very unfair manner to your cor¬ 
respondents. Circumstances are al¬ 
ways changing, and it is impossible 
to forecast events even a few months 
uhead. 

Here arc a few examples of com¬ 
plications likely to arise from this 
practice. "i'ou have written a cer¬ 
tain letter in absolutely good faith, 
without bias, stating facts; your let¬ 
ter has been kept by your correspoiv 
dent, and, at his death’, it falls into 
the hands of Iht* very person about 
whom you have been asked to slate 
an opinion. He is able '*to pay you 
back" for that honest answer, and 
he docs so. } 

Such an instance has occurred late¬ 
ly. The friend who recci%‘ed the 
communication, for which he asked 
confidently, would have been intense¬ 
ly grieved to think that he had in¬ 
jured his correspondent's chances in 
life by preserving his letter, yet so 
it proved. 'Phe man in question was 
not connected with either when the 
communication was sent, ^et within 
a short time he had acquired a con¬ 
trolling interest in property from 
which they both fin dilTerent ways) 
derived the main part o*. their in¬ 
come. 

The great fact to be born© in mind 
is that we never know into whose 
han^s the letters may ultimate. * all. 
Now, as the communications «re pri¬ 
vate, is it fair to subject them to 
the chance of being made public ? I.s 
that acting justly towards your cor¬ 
respondent? 

In the case of the letters of emi¬ 
nent persons, the matter may assume 
a different aspect; it may he that 
the publication of certain letters mn.v 
act as a guide for less eminent peo¬ 
ple. I3c that ns it may. In the case 
of ordinary people, the proper cour.se 
—the only fair course—is to destroy 
the letters which you receive, so that 
there may be no risk of their getting 
into the hands of unscrupulous per-

King Henry VHI.'s clocks, which 
wore a source of groat delight to 
him, at the Palace of Weetmineter, 
in 1542, only numlber^l^en. 

On dho morning of lieX wedding 
Heni‘y VIII. gave Anne Boloyn a 
clock ten inches high as a present. 

It i.s now in the Chapel retiring 
room at Windsor Castle. The lead 
we!g*hts are partly covered in copper 
gilt, and are engraved with “H. 
A.” and true lovers’ knots on one, 
and “H. A.'* alone on the other. 
Round the bottom of ^ch ai^ the 
woitls, “The Most Happye.” Poor 
Anno Boleyn was bebcadeil four years 
after. Ciueen Victoria bought this 
clock at. the sale of Horace Walpole s 
elTects at Strawberry Hill, 'for £110 
&8. 

SYMPATHETIC CLOCK. 

'This clock should surely have stop¬ 
ped when Anne Boleyn died, but it 
is evidently not a sympathetic time- 
I)iece, like the one in Hampton 
Court. This is an old astronomical 
clock, originally made in 1540 tor 
Henry VlII. It was i-estored in 
1880, and set up in Clock Court, af¬ 
ter lying for 50 years in a shed, 
the authors of “Royal Clocks" a 
book published by Mr. John Walker 
the King s clock-maker, to further 
the intereets of artisrtic clock-making. 

It w.-is rtrht erected on Vne evq of 
Henry VXII.'s marriage to Catherine 
Howaid. Before the year was out the 
great dial saw her taken from pal¬ 
ace to prison. 

At Hampton Court also lived Anno 
of Ponmerk, James I.'s tiucon. At 
the moment of her death in^ 1619 the 
clock iniddenly stopp'?^!. Since then 
it has always stopped, the story 
goes, when anyone die.s who has liv¬ 
ed for n long while in the palace. 

The dia’ of the clock consists of 
three copper discs, of diflorent sizes, 

I evolving at difTerent rates. In the 
centre of the .*unalle8t, which i.s 3 ft. 

3 iti. in diameter, is a globe ropre- 
seiliiig the earth, a smaller disc 
travelling in a circular nolo behind 
.shows the phases of the moon. A sec¬ 
ond disc, 4 ft. IJ In. in diameter, 
pjojccts from behind, and gives the 
moon’s nge in days, while the largest 
disc of 7 ft. 10 in. exhibits the day 
of the month and poffition of the siu,n 
in the elliptic. Nicholas Craezer, the 
designer of the clock, was not only 
a watchmaker but a diplomatist, 
who went to Germany on a secret 
mistioii for the King. 

BY A FAMOUS MAKER. 

One of the few clocks known which 
go for n year without winding has 
stood in the same .spot for 2C0 
yi'urs jn William TTI.’s state bed¬ 
room at Hampton Court. Daniel 
Qjjarc made it—a celcbraled artificer 
in 1676 inA^nted the minute 
wheel and gave two hands to watch¬ 
es. Before fhen they only had hour 
hands. 

The finest clock at Windsor, from 
a connoi.sseur’s point of view, lifts a 
perfect and elegant shape to a 
height of 7 ft. 2J in. in t*he Van 
'Jiyke room. It is of Louis XIV. 
Bu,h! in red shell and gilt metal, 
from the design of the Marots. The 
present movement is by Vulliamy, 
w'hose name appears freq'uently on 
royal clock.s. He made the large 
clock at the General Post Office, St.

near the northwest coast at iVictorla 
Nyanza, in central Africa. 

The best of his views rtiows a num¬ 
ber of reed huts that have been 
scattered irregularly over the wide 
floor, tlieir tope extending to Within 
about three feet of the black wall 
above them. Wicker baskeie and 
other utensils of the household are 
sprinkled here and there, and larg^ 
masses of rock, harder than noKtet of 
the atone that was dug away to 
make the subterranean home, out 
into the big room, filling it with cor¬ 
ners and recesses.

man beings. 

Powell-Cotton says thorc is no 
doubt that the whole inside surface 
of these cave.s wa.s hewn by the hand 
of man, but the present nxvners are 
quite incapable of having executed, so 
stupendous a task. They have 
tradition as to who the makers 
xvcrc. 'Fhe explorer thinks a syste¬ 
matic examination of a considerable 
number of the caves might throw an 
intcre.rting light on their original in¬ 
habitants. Some of the visitors to 
Mount Elgon b.'*lievc that 

THEY ARE NATURAL CAVES, 
'fhey say they found no evidence that 
the caverns could possibly be the 
work of man. 

They also report that years ago 
the native* lived on the plain in or¬ 
dinary villages, using the caves at 
time.s as places of refuge from their 
enemies, until they finally made 
them their permanent abode. 

The more scientific explorers, or* 
the other hand, sjiy there is no mlsr 
take about the raves being of artifi¬ 
cial origin. .losej^h Thomson, who 
discovered them, said that thej' were 
cut out, of roinpart volcanic agglom¬ 
erate. and be believed that they werre 
mines in .some past age. 

'The xrorks xvere ex'ide.ntly too vast 
to he achieved by the simple savages 
xvHo now inhabit them, nnd he won¬ 
dered what superior race could form¬ 
erly have occupied that region. -Sir 
Harry .lohnson also says that there 
is no possibility that the caves could 
have been artificial. 

'rhe>e two cxjilorers. 
Powell-Cotton, speak of the interior 
of the caves jis being very Irre.gulor. 
a.s the harder part of the rock has 
been left jutting out in most incon- 
xenient corners, xvhile the softer 
stone wa* cut aWoV- 

}»owcll-Cotton made an entirely 
new discovert', north of Mount El¬ 
gon of a tribe living on the tops of 
Two' mountains in two 
.No huts of the kind have hitherto 
lg‘en reported among the luirbarous 
tribes of Africa,

All Europe was in pangs of terror 
when In 1832 it was announced that 
Biela’s comet would cross the earth’s 
path. People died of terror, and so se* 
rious did the scare become that a Pari¬ 
sian professor begged the Academy of 
Science to publicly refute the assertion. 
t{ The comet came, blazed awhile in the 
i sky and vanished. Its period of revo- 
. lution round the sun being Just under 
I seven years, it came again in 1839 and 
•jwas due once more early in 1810. But 
:ln that year, ipste.ad of one comet, two 
'appeared! Tbe original comet had di¬ 
vided into two parts, each of which 
had a separate existence, though (their 
paths were the same. ^ 

In 18r)2 the two comets again came 
flying into siglit. Their patli In 1859 
was too close to the sun for telescopic 
scrutiny, but in 1800 It wn.s expected' 
that they would be plainly visible. But 
the double comet noVer turned up. Nor 
has it ever been seen since. 

Comets are naturally somewhat un¬ 
reliable. They are of very flimsy tex¬ 
ture. One great astronomer indeed has 
said that you could pack the tall of tho 
average comet in a portmanteau. So if 
they pass too near to .Tuplter or any of 
the big planets they are very apt to get 
caught and so to disappear completely. 
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THROWING THE DICE. 


The Ancient Germanii Were Farlone

The invention of dice has been of old 
ascribed to Palaniedes, the son of 
Nauplius, king of Euboea, about 1244 
R C., and also to a (ireek soldier nam¬ 
ed Alea, which Is the Latin for a die, 
but Herodotus assigns both dice and 
chess to the Lydians. 

The ancient (lermans w'ould gamble 
away at dice all tiiat tliey wore worth 
and then their liberty, submitting to 
slavery if they lost, and tiie Saxons, 
Danes and Normans were all addicted 
fo the game. I'ox Talbot is of opin¬ 
ion tliat the I.atins invi^utotl, if not 
the game, rt least the name for the 
single point, which they called iinus. 
The Germanic nice.s, adopting thi.s 
practice from tlie <Jrceks, translated 
the Greek corrui>tion of unus into ass, 
whicli has now become ace.
